WASHINGTON - Every four 


years, ^presidential canrtiatcs of 
both parties campaigning in the 
Middle West get very concerned 
about saving the family form. 


In between, not much is done

tical lip service to pouncing big 
agribusiness as it is-to attack 
big bankers or big corporations. 
President Ford therefore was

he told the American Farm 
Bureau Federation convention 
in St. Louis recently that he in- 
tended lo send Congress soon a 
measure to revise family farm 
estate taxes. 


"The 'continuity, of our farm 


families is vital," he said. "I 
want this continuity preserved.' 
I want this done so that farms 
can be handed down from 
generation 
to

' without the forced liquidation of 


family cnlerpriscs." 


This is not an issue that 


provokes one extra heartbeat in 
urban dwellers. But it is a very 
real problem for.ma»y farmers, 
and many experts believe the 
giant corporate farms arc less 
productive per cost unit and In- 
different to food quality and 
human health. 


The ruraly way of life has 


been vanishing since the end of 
World War II, because of a 
declining share of the food 
dollar for farmers, long hours 
and limited cullural opportuni- 
ties, and rapid lechnological 
changes which have made 
farming more efficient but also 
much more expensive.

Preliminary 
1975 figures show only 8.9 
million farm workers.

Lower Speed 
Saves Lives 


Many people continue to be annoyed 
with the 55 mph national speed limit. 
Truckers don’t like it because it slows 
down the schedule on which their 
livelihood depends. Firm s served by 
trucking companies don’t like it 
because it has increased their freight 
costs. 
Individual motorists don’t like it, in 
some instances, because they object in 
principle to the federal government 
establishing a standard in an area 
which state and local jurisdictions 
have adm inistered for years; and a 
num ber 
of 
motorists 
simply 
are 
rankled because they can’t push the 
accelerator down as far as thev would 
like 
All of that dissatisfaction notwiths­ 
tanding, no longer is there any doubt 
that the lowered speed limit is saving 
lives. When a Christmas weekend 
takes fewer lives on the highway than- 
any sim ilar four-day weekend in 30 
years, as the recent one did, a r­ 
gum ents against lower speeds lose 
some of their appeal. 
Factors other than speed enter into 
the highway accident statistics, of 
course. Nor is there anything absolute 
about 55 mph as an optimum speed for 
saving lives; but lower fatalities are 
being recorded and the lower speed 
limit has much to do with it. Taking a 
little longer to get from here to there is 
not a bad bargain for human lives.

Too Many Letters 


From Back Home 


WASHINGTON - Soon after 
assuming office in 1934, a now 
dead 
congressman 
from 
California 
named 
John 
McGroarty wrote a constituent 
that “one of the countless 
drawbacks of being in Congress 
is that I am compelled to 
receive impertinent letters from 
a jackass like you.” Several 
lines later he closed, urging his 
correspondent to “ple»ase take 
two running jumps and go to 
hell.’’ 
No doubt every member of the 
national legislature has been 
tempted with this kind of 
release from time to time, and 
with good reason. Far from be­ 
ing the vaulable aid to law­ 
makers that mythology has.in- 
sisted, 
letters to Congress 
people are a serious problem. 
Not because some of the notes 
are impertinent, but because 
taken together congressional 
mail is all but too voluminous to 
handle. 
The bulk of the incoming 
correspondence is bad enough 
— some 25 million pieces a year 
to the House of Representatives, 
and though no figures are kept 
in the Senate at least another 20 
million on that side of the Capi­ 
tol. But further, all of it must be 
answere*d, for response is con­ 
sidered both a moral and poli­ 
tical duty. Thus time, effort and 
money must endlessly be spent 
in reply to each schoolchild’s 
request for autographs, each 
angry voter’s demand for atten­ 
tion. 
The result then is a superla­ 
tive nightmare. This fiscal year 
congressional members will 
spend up to $36,000 each, or 
more than $40 million together, 
on an estimated 320 million 
units of franked mail. By com­ 
parison, this is 10 times what it 
was in John McGroaty’s time. 
Not all of it goes to constituents, 
of course (Congress sends more 
that 200,000 letters annually just 
to the Pentagon), but the form 
lc*tter pap to the folks back 
home constitutes the fat of the 
whole. 
Form 
letters? 
Though 


perhaps half of the working 
hours logge*d on Capitol Hill are 
spent on mail work, there still is 
not enough time for very much 
more than standardized replies 
to constituent 
letters. 
The 
members themselves, actually, 
see only a tiny fraction of their 
correspondence, the mail often 
being handle*! by teen-age 
volunteers who. in many cases, 
read the incoming, fashion 
replies and even forge the 
inevitable “Warm Regards” 
from, say. Missouri Rep. James 
Symington. 
A 
onetime 
volunteer 
in 
Symington’s office says that the 
student help does not always 
answer constituents willy nilly. 
“Sometimes I was given ins­ 
tructions. I remember when^I 
got a letter on abortion, for ins­ 
tance. I was instructed to 
‘answer 
ambiguously.’ 
I 
thought that vti&s funny because* 
how can you talk about abortion 
ambiguously? You’re either for 
it or against it.” Other times the 
ambiguous answer is easier. “If 
we got a letter saying ‘Dear 
Congressman, why are you a 
creep?’ we had a form reply 
which said ‘Thank you for your 
interest, if you have any other 
questions ple»ase write 
me 
bac’k.’” 
The form letter has its draw­ 
backs, certainly. Former Texas 
Re p. John Dowdy, who standar­ 
dized his replies to cover 
everything from births to an­ 
niversaries. once sent a note of 
condolence to a man who had 
shotgunned his wife to death. 
For the most tfart. however, the 
phony personalization works 
well. Most representatives rent 
IBM machines, that enable 
“Dear Mr. Jones” to get several 
paragraphs of ambiguity that 
Mr. Jones would swear was 
typcKi by the representative’s 
own busy fingers. The Senate is 
even 
more 
efficient, 
and 
removed. It pools the IBM 
machines so that the same am­ 
biguities can be sent to a 
rightwinger in Mississippi and 
a revolutionary in northern New 
Jersey.

Unlikely Crop 


WASHINGTON - Every four 
years, presidential candiates of 
both parties campaigning in the 
Middle West get very concerneHi 
about saving the family Sarm. 
In between, not much is done 
about it. 
But during campaign season 
it is as important to pay poli­ 
tical lip service to pounding big 
agribusiness as it is to attack 
big bankers or big cor per at ions. 
President Ford therefore was 
simply following tradition when 
he told the American Farm 
Bureau Federation convention 
in St. Louis recently that he in­ 
tended to send Congress soon a 
measure to revise family farm 
estate taxe*s. 
“The continuity of our farm 
families is vital,” he said. “I 
want this continuity preserved. 
I want this done so that farms 
can be handed down from 
generation 
to 
generation 
without the forced liquidation of 
family enterprises.” 
This is not an issue that 
provokes one extra heartbeat in 
urban dwellers. But it is a very 
real problem for many farmers, 
and many experts believe the 
giant corporate farms are less 
productive per cost unit and in­ 
different to food quality and 
human health. 
The ruraly way of life has 
been vanishing since the end of 
World War II, because of a 
declining share of the food 
dollar for farmers, long hours 
and limited cultural opportuni­ 
ties, and rapid technological 
changes 
which 
have made 
farming more efficient but also 
much more expensive. 
In the past quarter-e'entury, 2 
million family-sized farms were 
consolidate*! out of existence. A 
recent Agriculture Department 
report indicates that the farm 
population 
dropped 
by 
an 
average of 1.2 percent each year 
from 1970 to 18i4. Preliminary 
1975 figures show only 8.9 
million farm workers. 
Ford did not indicate in his 
speech what tax changes he 
meant to propose to help small 


farmers. Officials, however, 
said he would recommend that 
no estate tax be paid on farms 
below a certain size until five 
years after the death of the 
owner, and the»n the tax could be 
paid in installments over 20 
years. Interest on the unpaid 
amount would not accrue during 
these4 first five years and would 
be* payable thereafter at 4 per 
cent. 


Currently, payment of estate 
taxes on farms, in which the 
deceased owne*d at least a 20 per 
cent interest, must be nine 
months after the death and be* 
paid in full within 10 years. The 
interest rate is the same as for 
any other unpaid federal tax, 
which is now 9 per cent. 
The estate tax has long been 
considered by farmers to be 
particularly unfair to them, 
since most of their assets are 
nonliquid 
— 
the 
land, 
farmhouse, crops and livestock 
— and must be sold to raise the 
tax money. 
Ford, however, is unlikely to 
win many political points with 
farmers and consumers with his 
proposal. It is too little, too late. 
And it has made him look 
careless and ill-informed.

State’s 
Farms 
Hold Even 


The numlKT of farms operat­ 
ing in Michigan this year is 
unchanged from 1975. while na­ 
tionwide the figure contini/es to 
drop, 
the 
Michigan 
Crop 
ReiM>rting Service states. 


According to the service, the 
number of farms in Michigan 
has held at 80.000 for the past 
four years. 


In 1975 and 1976, the average 
Michigan farm was 155 acres, 
which gave the state 12.4 million 
acres of land in farms. In 1973 
and 1974, the average farm was 
154 acres and the total land in 
■ farms was 12.3 million acres. 
Total U.S. figures show that 
since 1974 the number of farms 
and total land in farms has 
ci»ntinueil to fall, while average 
farm size has risenlFrom last 
year to this year the numlxT of 
farms 
dropped 
22,000 
to 
2,786,000, the service stated. 
Total acres fell from 1.086 
billion to 1.084 billion. Size of 
farm moved up two acres from 
1975’s 387 figure. 


According to the report, the 
rapid decrease in farms seen in 
the 1960’s in this state slowed in 
the early 1970’s and has been 
halted. 


MANY VARIABLES 
Timber Pricing Is Vague 


Lumbering is a $1.5 billion-a- 
year business in Michigan, but 
selling timber has been a con­ 
fusing experience for most 
people, says a Department of 
Natural 
Resources 
forest 
ec'onomist. 
“ Most 
other 
agricultural 
conmiodities have established 
markets and rules of grading 
that 
make a 
selling price 
somewhat predictable,” states 
William J. Hoppt', of the DNR’s 
Jackson 
district. 
“Timber 
selling prices, however, are at 
the best ‘negotiated prices’ 
iH'twwn a willing buyer and a 
willing seller.” 
Fortunately, though, there is 


an informal base for pricing 
timber. He said that foresters 
consider eight variables when 
judging timber values. He adds 
that potential sellers of timber 
might want to keep these factors 
in 
mind 
when 
a 
dealer 
approaches them about buying 
their stand of hardwoods. The 
eight variables are: 
— Species. Sawlogs from 
black walnuts are generally 
more valuable than cotton­ 
woods. 
— 
Volume. 
Each 
timber 
buyer has a minimum below 
wnich it is not profitable to 
operate; also, often unit prices 
increase with volume, although

Both 
on the farm and in relation to 
the sawmill and all-weather 
roads. Rule of thumb: a load of 
logs costs about $1 a mile to 
haul to the mill. 
— Wetness of woodlot. A dry 
woodlot is worth more than a 
wet one, because there is more 
choice about when to harvest it. 
— Needs of owner. Loggers’ 
costs increase if-restrictions are 
placed on the timber crop, such 
as the time of year wljen harvest 
is accomplished. It sometimes 
pays to sell when others can’t 
(in summer, for example, when 
a 
neighbor’s 
woodlot 
is 
surrounded by grain fields, and 
yours is not). 
— Needs of buyer. He may 
only need 10 white oak sawlogs 
to complete an order; if you 
have the only 10 oak trees 
nearby, you’re in a position to 
negotiate firmly.

NEW-YORK (/\P) — Chris- 


topher Phillips' main 'profes- 
sional 
interest 
is 
in 
the 


development of trade with the 
People's Republic of China, but 
his concern of late has been 
increasingly political. 


Since the Shanghai 
com- 


munique of 1972, said Phillips, 
the United States has followed a 
standpat 
JMilicy toward 
the 


mainland nation. "There has 
been no significant political 
progress since then," he said in 
an interview. 


• 
In that communique, both 


sides agreed to work toward 
normalization of relations. But, 
said Ph'illips, w'ho has had ex- 
tensive diplomatic experience, 
"there has been no movement." 


Phillips,'now president of the 


National Council for U.S.-China 
Trade, believes' the over-all 
interests of the United States, 
including trade, depend heavily 
on some evidence of progress 
lowart full recognition by each 
country. 


In his opinion, the Chinese 


may be getting a bit impatient. 
"I'm wary that some elements 
of the Chinese leadership might 
say there is no future in this for 
China," he said. "We cannot 
have indefinite stagnation." 


Phillips, whose organization 


is made up of about 300 com- 
panies interested or involved in 
China trade, recognizes that the 
President might face some.im- 
mediate obstacles, but he asked 
pointedly: 


"Is there anything that can be 


done to convey to the Chinese 
that we are serious?" 


The sooner the better, said 


Phillips, a Republican 
and 


former deputy representative to 
the Unit'ed Nations. "1 am not 
arguing this just to enhance our 
trade with China," he said, but 
he indicated a move could be 
made in that area. 


"Arguments have been made 


that perhaps we should recon- 
cile pur policy of no sale of any 
kind 
of military goods to 


China," he observed. "There 
arc those who say strictly 
defensive military equipment 
might be desirable ..." 


Such a move, he suggested, 


might mafic clear to the Chinese 
that they and the United States 
have a continued mutuality of 
interest in seeking to contain 
the threat of Soviet Union ex- 
pansionary goals. 


While not personally advocat- 


ing such a move, said Phillips, 
"1 would be willing to sit down 
and argue the merits." One 
danger, he suggested, was that 
the Soviets might react sharply, 
destroying detente. 


Whatever effort is made to 


further 
our relations 
with 


China, Phjllips feels, would be 
beneficial 
if it resulted in 


improved trading activity, lie 
believes that by 1985 China's 
gross national product will be 
one of the five largest. 


Two-way trade with China 


was cut in half last year, drop- 
ping to just over $450 million 
from $935 million in 1974, but 
the decline was almost totally in 
grains. U.S. sales of manufac- 
tured goods rose. 


"In 
my- opinion," 
said 


Phillips, "the significant long- 
term trade with China will be in 
the field of manufactured goods, 
plant and equipment, and tech- 


• nology." Sales last year rose to 
$150 million from $130 million in 
197-1.

"I predict further increases in 


1976," he said, noting that the 
Chinese have ' shown great 
interest in, among other things, 
oil 
drilling and 
oil tubing 


equipment; petrochemical and 
plastics plants, and mining 
equipment. 


Steel and aluminum produc- 


ing and fabricating equipment 
lias attracted the attention of the 
Chinese, as has electronics. In 
that 
latter area, 
however,

Despite problems, U.S.•China 


trade has developed from just 
$4.9 million in 1971, and the 
United States is now China's 
second largest trading partner, 
after Japan. Phillips calls this 
"a great leap forward." 


Future 
progress, 
said 


Phillips, will probably continue 
on what the Chinese like to call 
a step-by-slep basis, in tandem 
with the development of poli- 
tical relations. 


Phillips believes the United 


Stales now must take one of 
those steps. Time moves slowly, 
he observed, but it doesn't wait 
on us. We must step ahead.

‘Standpat’ 
Policy 
Hurting 
Trade

NEW YORK (A P) - C hris­ 
topher P h illip s’ m ain profes­ 
sional 
interest 
is 
in 
the 
dcnelopm ent of trade with the 
P w p le’s Republic of China, but 
his concern of late has been 
increasingly political. 


Since 
the 
Shanghai 
com ­ 
munique of 1972, said F^hillips, 
the UnitcKl States has followt‘d a 
standpat 
|)ollcy 
tow ard 
the 
m ainland nation. “ T here has 
been no significant political 
progrc\ss since then,” he said in 
an interv lew. 


In that com m unique, both 
sides agrcHHl to work tow ard 
norm alization of relations. But, 
said Phillips, who has had ex­ 
tensive diplom atic expt*rience, 
“there has Ix'en no m ovem ent.” 


Phillips, now president of the 
National Council for U.S.-Chlna 
T rade, believes the over-all 
in terests of the United Statc*s, 
including tradi*, dept'nd heavily 
on som e ev Idence of progress 
toward full recognition by each 
countrv’. 


In his opinion, the Chinese 
may lx‘ getting a bit im patient. 
“ I’m war>’ that some elem ents 
of the Chinese leadership m ight 
say there is no future in this for 
C hina,” he said. “ We cannot 
have indefinite stagnation.” 


i^hilllps, whose (»rganlzation 
IS m ade up of about 300 com - 
panit's interc'sted or lnvolvt*d in 
Cliina trade. ri*c-ognlzes that the 
President m ight face som e im ­ 
m ediate obstacles, but he asked 
fxjintedly: 


“ Is thc*re anything that can hi* 
done to convey to the Chinese 
that we are seri(njs?” 
The sooner the better, said 
P hillips, 
a 
R epublican 
and 
form er dc'puty represc*ntative to 
the UnltcHl Nations. "1 am not 
arguing this just to enhance our 
trade with China,” he said, but 
he indicated a move could be 
m ade In that area. 
“ .Arguments have be(‘n m ade 
that iXThaps we should recon­ 
cile our policy of no sale of any 
kind 
(tf 
m ilitary 
goods 
to 
C hina.” he observed. “ T here 
are 
those 
who 
.say 
strictly 
defensive m ilitary c'cjuipment 
m ight Ix* dc'slrable ...” 
Such a move, he suggested, 
m ight m ake clc*ar to the Chinese' 
that thc*y and the Unitcnl Statc*s 
have a contlnuc-d m utuality of 
interest in sc*eking to contain 
the threat of Soviet Union ex- 
panslonar>’ goals. 
VMiile not ptTsonally adv cx-at- 
ing such a move, said Phillips, 
“ 1 would lx‘ willing to sit down 
and argue the m e rits." One 
danger, he suggesU‘d. was that 
the Soviets m ight react sharply, 
dc'stroying detente*. 
W hatever effort is m ade to 
further 
our 
relations 
with 
China, Phillips fcH*ls, would fx‘ 
lx*neficial 
if 
it 
rc'sultc'd 
in 
improvt*d trad in g activity. He 
lx‘lit*ves that by 1M85 C hina’s 
gross national product will be 
one of the five largc*st. 
Two-way trade with China 
was cut In half last year, drop­ 
ping to just ov(*r $450 m illion 
from $935 m illion in 1974, but 
the dcH.*hne was alm ost totally in 
grains. U.S. sales of m anufac- 
turi*d giMxls rose*.

Phillips, “ the significant long­ 
term trade with China will Ix* In 
the* field of manufac-lurc*d gocKls, 
plant and c“quipnu*nl. and tc*ch- 
nologv.”
